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ARMY REPORTS. 


Ad)*.-Gen. Robert Williams, in his annual report 
to the Secretary of War, shows that the number of 
students at the institutions having military profes- 
sors bas increased from 16,537 in 1890-91 to 23,628 in 
1892-93. Hesays: ** While tne avove figures show 
that—as proper in a vountry which relies, in time 
of public danger, on its cit)zen soldiery —tbe educa- 
tiopal centres selected are becoming moreand wore 
important factors ip insuring the greatest ¢ ficiency 
of thatimportant branch of the military service, 
the system can only reach its full development when 
at all institutions securivg a detail, the rule is made 
imperative tbat every male, pbysically capable, 
sball be enrolled as a military student.” 

In some of the institutione, however, the attend- 
ance is too small to justify the detail of a military 
professor. *‘As the usual length of a collegiate 
course of studies is four yeare, there are cogent 
reasons for fixing that term as the length of the 
tour of duty of officers detailed as professors of mil- 
itary science and tactics,and I beg to recommend 
its adoption. It would, moreover, conform to the 
general rule governing the details of officers on spe- 
cial duty.” 

He recommends that the number of cadets at 
large to the Military Academy be increased to 40. 
On Sept. 1 tbe number of cadets was 56 less than the 
meximum. He reviews the work of the Division of 
Military Information and recommends that valu- 
able reports on sut jects of general interest, and now 
on file in this office, be printed and distributed to 
the foot Many of them are extremely valuable, 
and would be gladly welcomed by the military stu- 
dents in our Service. 

Gen. Williams joins in the general condemnation 
of the experiment of enlisting the Indians as sol- 
diere, After two years’ trial the experiment bas 
not reached that degree of success that was antici- 

ted, and he does not believe it will ever be pro- 
uctive of results at all commensurate with the ex- 
pense. ‘*‘ Young and enthusiastic officers have been 
selected for the command and management of the 
several Indian troops and companies, but it is gen- 
erally conceded that Indians, while prote to adopt 
the vices of the white soldiers, are slow to acquire 
their virtues. The lack of knowledge of the Eng- 
lish language, a strong repugnance to duty that in- 
voives much manual labor, illiteracy, and total un- 
acquaintance with the athletic sports which afford 
bealtby recreation to the whitesoldiers, are formid- 
able obstacles for Indians to surmount within the 
com paratively short period of their military ser- 
viea. 

The curriculum of the post schools should be en- 
larged and each post or station should bave a 
teacher enlisted fcr this special duty, these to be in 
addition to the assistants now authorized by law. 
He recommends that the contingent fund be in- 
creased to provide for the purchase of books for the 
libraries. A new edition of the Army Regulations 
sbould be prepared. He summarizes the work of bia 
office, which includes the preparation of 71,266,000 
index cards in the Confederate Archives division by 
a clerical force averaging thirty-three. La conclu- 
sion he says: ‘ | take pleasure in calling your atten 
tion to the thoroughly efficient manner in which the 
officers of the Ao jutant-Generai’s Department, both 
here and elsewhere, as well as the cfficers of the line 
on duty in this office, have performed their duties, 
and in recording my eppreciation of the genera! in- 
telligence, and zealot the clerks of the Adjatant- 
Genera!’s Uffice. Ln closing this, my last annual re- 
pore I beg leaye to offer my warmest thanks for the 

nvariable courtesy and kindness with which you 

have treated me both professionally and person- 
ally. Under such circumstances the performance of 
my Guties as Adjutant-General has beea a sincere 
pleasure.” 

Aojt.-Gen. Williams joins heartily in the univer- 
sal sentiment for the repeal of the ten-year epnlist- 
ment law. In his annual report to the Msjor-Gen- - 
eral Commanding be makes reference to tne large 
number of petitions which bave reached the War 
Department through the medium of the ARMY AND 
' Navy JOURNAL and presents arguments that can- 
not be disputed in advocacy of the repeal. On this 
fy hay subject he says: ‘This provision of law 
is directly antagonistic to the best interests of the 
military service and bas been promotive of more 
Giseatisfaction than any measure that has beer in- 
troduced for years. Its¢ffect isto discourage en- 
listments, reduce re-eolietments after five years, 
and cause, in the near future, the bulk of the Arm 
to consist of inexperienced young men instead of, 
as it should Le, well trained soldiers.”’ 

Quoting the language of the petitions against the 
law he says: ‘‘The points made in these petitions 
are well taken and are fully concurred in. The law, 
however well intended in theory, is positively hurt- 
ful to the Army as well as unjust to the men in the 
ranks. Itis barmful to the Army because it tends 
directly to eliminate from the ranks a class of men 
thoroughly trained, imbued with military spirit 
and of good character, for otherwise they would 
not have been retained. While a few veterans in a 
company, by their presence and example, teach the 
new men the important lesson of obedience, fidel- 
ity, and intelligent perfor mance of daty, it takes a 
long time to make good soldiers of a company com- 
posed entirely of recruits. The great value of vet- 
eran regulars was shown at the outbreak of the 
Civil War. The positive injustice it works to the 
men in the ranss is clearly pointed out in the first 

ointof the peti ions. In addition toal) this the 

aw, if unrepealed, will entail increased expenses 
for keeping tbe ranks full. ‘Toe statistics of the 
Army since 1880 show an average presence in the 
ranks of 2,772 men with a service of ten and leas 
than twenty years, and if this ciass of trained sol- 
diers is not to be permitted to continue in the ser- 
vice the replacement of the men necersiriiy means 
an increase of the recruiting expenses. Tae best in- 
terests of the service, justice to the men in the 
ranks, and economy in expenditures alike demand 
thejrepeal of the clause in the law of Feb. 27, 1883, 
which forbids the re-enlistmest of men alter ten 
years’ service.”

The annual report of Paymr. Gen. Wm. Smitb, 
U. 8. A., shows that the amount received from 
soldiers’ deposits is still rec diag, bi: ing over $50,000 
less than receipts from the eame source durisg tue 
preceding year. This is true notwithstanding the 





tact that, in no ineonsidcrable number of cascr, 


soldiers who desire to purchase their discharge bave 
been required to make deposits solely with a view 
to bring themselves within the rule prescribed re- 
cently by the War Department itor accomplishin 
such purchase. Recommendations are submitt 
as follows: That the deposit system be extended to 
officers; that the number of paymasters’ clerks be 
increased ; that a fixed rate of pay be established by 
Congress for retired men involving fewer items and 
less subject to changé; that authority be given for 
the payment hvepedite of detained pay due dis- 
charged soldiers from the appropriation of the year 
in which the soldier is granted his d scharge, as is 
now done in case of deposits and retained pay. 

The amount expended as “Pav of the Army” dur- 
ing the past fiscal year is $188 586 25 less than the 
preceding vear, though the pay on tue muster rolls 
was $125,000 more. Theamount required to repay 
deposits is visibly shrinking. There was an unusual 
number of soldiers discharged by purchase. In 
there cases the retained pay is largely diminished, no 
travel allowances are paid, and the credits for cloth- 
ing balances are reduced. 

It is also observed that the number of enlisted men 
who receive increased pay for length of service is 
decreasing : re-enlistments are leas frequeat. Is not 
the soldier bv profession disappearing? The retired 
hat of enlisted men wasincreased during tne year hv 
104 The amount disbursed for mileage was $°0 000 
less than for the previous year. There are still $2,000 
worth of mileage claims in the office still unsettied, 








NAVY REPORTS. 


The annual report of the Chief of the Naval Bureau 
of Ordnance is as usual so ponderous a document 
that it 1s only possible to give here and there a 
sample of its quality. [fle reports that the 13 in. gun 
bas not yet beer tested for want of satisfactory steel 
castings. Lieut. F. F. fletcher’s hand working 
mecbanism bas been adopted for all guns of 8 in. 
and above, and is very simple and effective. Tae 
use of metallic cartridge cases for the 6 in. gun nas 
been definitely decided upon. They will be fitted with 
electric primers. An electrio firing attachment wil) 
be applied to the 5 and 6 in. R. F. guns. A Dasbiel 
breech closure and one designed by Lieut. Fietcher, 
are being tried on the 6 in. gun. Six more 6-pounder 
field guns with Driggs-Schroeder breech wecbanism 
are being made at the Washington Navy-yard, for 
the use of the cadets at the Naval Academy and 
apprentices of the training equadrov. Toe manu- 
facture of an experimental gun and ammunition 
bas been begun. The Du Ponts are still struggling 
with the smokeless powder question, with results 
far from satisfactory. The floors of ammunition 
rooms aboard ship are to be laid with removable 
gratings, and the sides and ceilings with removable 
battens. This will allow the metal work of ammuai- 
tion rooms to be properly cared for. 

Drawings of anew design for 8-ioch carriages have 
been completed and patterns for the castiogs are 
pow being made at the naval gun factory. These 
guns are made to recoil in the line of fire and are re- 
turned to battery by springs as in the smaller rapid- 
fire mounte. This arrangement reduces the down- 
ward thrust on thedecks toa minimum and obviates 
the necessity of cutting large ports in turrets and 
ebielde, thereby lessening tne exposure of the gun's 
crew to small-arm and macbine -gun fire. 

The Hartford is to bave thirteen 5 ir. guns, four 
6 pounders, and two 10 pounders field-eune, the 
Essec 8 R. F. 4in. guos, two 6-pounders and two 1- 
pvuuders, Central pivot carriages will b3 sub- 
atituted on the Atlanta for the 6 io. shifting pivot 
carriages, the new carriages haviog an arc of 135 deg. 
from right-ahead and right astern. She will nave a 
modern secondary battery. 

Toe advent of bard faced armor requires a 
further development of armor piercing projectiler. 
By next year the couotry will have two complete 
armor plante, and there will hereafter ba no difficulty 
in supplying the armor for vessels as rapidly as it 
can be needed in the shipyards under aoy circum- 
stances of building vessels, however rapid. By the 
terms of the new coatracts the manufacturers are 
under penaities in case of failure to deliver at the 
rate of 250 tons each per month. 19,373.78 tons have 
heen ordered thus far of which 12,480 74 tons are 
atili to be delivered. 

Cader the new contracts (1893) all armor will be 
treated by the Harvey process which it is consider- 
ed feasible and desirable toso treat. The Bethle- 
hem Iron Co. has eight Harvey furnaces in constant 
use and the Carnegie Stee! Co. is equipping simular 
furnaces as rapidly as possible. Nickei steel plates 
offer great resistance at this angular fire, because of 
the extra toughness of this material as compared 
with ordinary steel. f 

The test of a 0.30.n. calibre Gatling gun at the 
Springfield armory, with a new feed, ee io ite 
action and taking the ammuzaition directly from 
the factory packing cases, has been very satisfac- 
tory. A report upon this test, made by the bureau’s 
inspector, Easign A. C. Dieffenbach, will be found 
appended. No difficulty is anticipated in adaptiag 
the Gatling or any other mavchice gun to the 6mm. 
calibre adopted for the Navy emallarms. The Coit 
Automatic Macnine Gua,a yery light weight one 
barrel gun, has also been tested recently, and prom- 
18e8 to be a very efficient weapon for boat and land- 
ipg work. 

Thirty Howell torpedoes have been contracted for 
with au option of fifty, and seven delivered by the 
Hotchkiss Ordnance Co. Tne bureau anticipates 
that these torpedoes will be well adapted to use in 
torpedo boats, owing to the fact that they are 
liguter and require no air compressors, accumula- 
lors, or Other appliances which are necessary for 
the Whitehead torp-doesand whicd greatly increase 
the weights to be carried. 

Twenty-eight of the 100 Whiteheads ordered have 
been accepted and are thought to be equal in every 
way to those made abroad. The con:ractors can 
pow furvish all that are- needed. The Hall torpedo 
is still under trial, The work of installing Woite- 
head torpeco batteries has already commenced on 
the New York, Raleigh, Cincinnati, Montgomery and 
Marblehead. Lue tudes 800 Mmouuts lor the Lrics 
80n are in siore at the New York Navy-yard awuait- 
ing tbe completion of that vessel. 

it Was hoped thatthe nickel steel net would not 
rust, but experiments so fardo not proveir. Tne 
uullicy of a submarine bas yet to be demonstrated. 
it is beheved that the guns on board of the Vesuvius 
cannot be made successful, and a radical cnange of 





system is in progress. The difficulty is in making 
tbe main valve work quick enough. It is asked 
that the $450,000 appropriated for another Vesuvius 
be used for torpedo boats. The automobile torpedo 
is now being used, and the use of the spar torpedo 
has been discontinued except forsteam launches. It 
is recommended that petroleum be used for torpedo 
boate. Much difficulty is «xoerienced in getting 
euitable steel castings for gun mounts, as the lowest 
bidders do not do good work. This is the case also 
with tool steel. 

Commo. F. M. Ramsay, Caief of Bureau of Navi- 
gation, makes an unusually brief annual report this 
year. Besides the statistics regarding enlistments 
and desertione, reported in the JOURNAL two weeks 
age, be says: 

Toe constant demand for vessels to protect Awer'!- 
can interests makes it necessary tbat our equadrons 
in foreign waters shall be increased as rapidly as 
the vezsels pow under conetruction become avail. 
able. Twelve of these vessels will be completed by 
the end of the present fiscal year, but it will be im- 
possible to commission them for service unless the 
enlisted force of the Navy isincreased. Attention 
is invited to tho necessity of a law which will en- 
able enlisted men of the Navy to become citizens of 
the United Statea without forfeiting their continu- 
ous service in the Navy. It seems but just that the 
privileges granted toe enlisted men of tne Army by 
section 2:66 uf the Revised Statutes shall also be 
granted to the enlisicd men of the Navy. In 18a 
seaman gunner, educated by the government, after 
seven years continuous service, was refused citizen - 
ship in New York. In the tame year a man who 
had served more than twenty-one years in the Ma- 
rine Corps was refused citizenship in the District of 
Columbia. The Commissioner of Pensions har, 
under the act of March 1, 1893, suspended the pay- 
ment of a pension awarded uader section 4756 of 
tbe Revised Statutes to a man who has seryed in the 
Navy more than twenty-one years. It is found 
from the records of the Naval Academy tbat the 
law passed March %, 1889, increasing the age limit of 
candidates for admission to that institution has not 
been beneficial. The average age at admission of 
the cadets who bave completed the six years’ course 
during the past five years was 16 years and 8 monthe. 
Toe average age of candidates for admission who 
were rejected mentally during the same years was 
17 years and 7 months. The average age of the 
twenty-six caudidates who were rej-oted mentally 
in the recent examination for admission, September 
2, was 17 years and 11 months. The efficiency ot the 
service requires some legislative action in regard to 
its personnel. it is most important that officers 
shall reach command rank while in the prime of 
life. The necessity which now ex sts of regularly 
ordering officers to perform the sea duties of a 
higher grade than the rank they hold, thereby in- 
creasing their actual expenses without giving them 
the increased rank and compensation of the position 
in which they are serving, has an injurious effect 
upon the Navy. 





What the Navy Department has accom plished 
during the past year in the way of constructing 
and repairing vesgels is succinctly told inthe first 
anoual report of Chief Constructor Philip Hieh- 
born, U.S. N. 

During the year the Monterey. the Bancroft, the 
Detroit, the New York, aud the Machias, bave had 
their efficial trial tr'ps, “‘ the results,” says the re- 
port, **in all cases being satisfactory to the Gov- 
ernment trial board, and demonstrating the ability 
of our shipbuilders to turn out the highest grade of 
work.” Good progress has been made on vessels in 
course of construction during the past year, al- 
though there has been some delay due to the de- 
ferred deliveries of armor plates. 

The United States is theonly great maritime 
country which does not possess a tank for experi- 
menting with its veesela of war. Chief Constructor 
Hichborn hopes that this Government will eee the 
becessity of establishing one at an early day. 

V-ssels Jaunched duriog the year were the Col- 
umbia, the Marblehead, the Olympia, the Cincin- 
nati, tne Katahdin, tne Indiana, the Massachusetts, 
and the Minneupolis, and of theee the Columbia and 
the Marblehead are preparing for tbeir acveptance 
triale, and will soon be added to the effective fleet of 
the Navy. The Olympia aad the Cincinnati proba- 
bly will have their triais within the next year.

FRIGHTENED ABOUT THE TEXAS. 
NoRFOLE, VA., Oct. 80, 1893. 


Last week, when the workmer in the Navy yard 
finished the work of placing one of the 50-ton tur- 
rets on the battleship Texas, now building in the 
yard here, she was warped about at her wharf to re- 
ceive the other turret. In some way, probably 
througb leakage, a good deal of water got into the 
ship. This morning there wasa strong wind from 
the northwest. The Teras lay in such a position at 
her wharf that the side on which the turret had 
been fixed wasto leeward. The heavy turret had al- 
ready given her alist which the strong wind increas- 
ed considerably. The water in the ship helped the 
thing along. 

The sbip keeper was frightened and thought the 
big battleship was going down. [t was about 5.30 
o’clock when his messenger woke up Admiral 
Brown, commandant ofthe yard,and told him what 
was going on. The Admiral ordered the bell at the 
gate to be rung for the workmen, and turned out 
the marine guard. Steam was got up for the pump- 
ing engines, and preparations were made to flood 
the drydock, so that the Teras could be run in. 
Steam was also got up on the 7eras, and her pumps 
were put to work. Then an examination of the 
hold. It showed that there was only eighteen 
inches of water in the hold. That ended the scare. 








THE VICTORIA DISASTER. 


THE minutes of the Admiralty in the Vicioria- 
Camperdown Court-martial, confirm the findings of 
the court. Capt. Charles Johnstone, of the Camper- 
down, is criticised somewhat severely by the Ad- 
miralty. The report closes thus: “The Victoria 
capsized owing to her water-tight doors not being 
closed. Otherwise she would have remained afloat 
and reached port under her own steam. The general 
structure did not, by any fault in principle, con- 
tribute to ber loss. Regulations will be issued to 
the fleet which, while maintaining the responsibility 
and discretionary powers of the commanders, will 
ensure under special circumstances, especially when 
& collision is possible, that the water-tight doors 
and batches shall be closed as far as possible, and 
that men shal! be stationed at those necessarily 
kept open.” The minutes express the regret of the 
Admiralty that Capt.Johnstone did notshow promp- 
titude of decision in executing orders and in avoid- 
ing a collision. Special attention is directed to his 
failure to order at once the extreme helm and full 
speed astern.

language by Capt. Gilbert. Gen. D. 8S. Stanley 
also, though not actually in the battle, but near it, 
has borne ample testimony that the medal is well 
bestowed.

The Swedish Government bas ordered a number 
of Mauser rifies and a quantity of smokeless powder 
from the Rbenisb-Westphalian Explosives Com- 
pany at Cologne. Itintends giving a considerable 
amount of attention to the question of both powder 
and small arms. 


The United Service Gazette says: “If so long ago 
as the American Civil War rifles with telescopic 
sights were used on both sides, and ifa certain offi- 
cer ipJtthe Indian Army has found that with a 
second-rate American sporting rifle fitted with a 
telescopic sight he bas been able to do most effective 
service against the Dacoite in Burmah, what. it is 
asked, should hinder our suthorities from making a 
limited experiment with such sights, more particnu- 
larly as they can be readily detached from ‘the rifie 
and carried, in a similar manner to a bayonet, in a 
leather case, and the weapon itself used in the ordin- 
ary manner.” 





A curious experiment is said to have recently 
taken place at Grenoble to test the efficacy of long- 
range rifle firing. Col. Andre, of the 2d Regiment of 
Artillery, having expressed the opinion that the fire 
of infantrv at 2,000 metres (2,187 yards) would prove 
quite ineffective, his assertion was promptly 
traversed by Col. Lallement, of the 140th Regiment 
of the Line, who undertook to refute its acouracy 
by organizing a series of trials at that range. To in- 
sure thorough impertiality a committee of artillery 
officers was elected to supervise the experiments 
and verify the results, which preved so successful 
that more than 50 bullets out of 300 fired struck the 
target. Col. Andre issaid thereupon to have de- 
clared himself satisfied that under similar conditions 
it would be im ible for artillery to withstand 
such a fire, and further that it would be impossible 
even ~ a battery to take up a position on the open 
ground. 





A press despatch from Newport states that on Oct. 
27 ors shot of the Lassoe projectile was fired from 
the Destroyer’s submarine gun at the nickel steel 
American aet. which is in competition with the 
English net. Therange and powder charge was the 
same as on Wednesday, when the projectile, with- 
out apparent effort, penetrated the lighter Ameri- 
can net. The heavier net was as easily and as 
cleanly cut through by the projectile as the lighter 
net. The submarine gun and projectile are making 
a fine record. Theshot was as true to the aim as 
though only air impeded its progress.

WEST POINT. 
NOVEMBER 1, 1898. 

BETWEEN fifteer hundred and two thousand persons lined 
up to witness the Yale-Wesat Point foot bail game, which 
took place here last Saturday afternoon. Special trains, 
offering the inducement of greatiy reduced rates for the 
round trip, were run from New York and Newburgh. In 
addition to the population of West Point, ora large part 
thereof, the surrounding towns and villages of Newburgh, 
Garrisons, O: ld Springs, and the neighboring village of 
Highland Felis, were thorougbly represented, The foot ball 
ground formed a bollow square surrounded on all sides hy 
a black mass extending far over the infantry plain. Ve- 
hicles of every description, from the smart trap to the 
comfortable carry-all or buggy, filled the main road. 

The appearance of the teams upon the ground was the 
signal for the cheers of West Point and Yale, given with a 
vim. The game was called at 3.30. West Poiot won the 
toss and made ten yards by the employment of the flying 
wedge, but lost the ballon four drives. The first touch- 
down of the game was secured by Katon, of Yale, who 
bucked the centre for sixty yards. Goal was kicked by 
Hickok. After the ball had again been put in play West 
Point gained eight yards, but shortly afterwards lost the 
ball, which wasthen worked from the twenty-five yard 
line by Yale,and bya series of short rushes through the 
centre a second touchdown was scored by the visiting team. 
Goa! was kicked by Hickok. When the teams again lined 
up, Weet Point lost the ball through a fumble in attempt- 
ing a wedge. Hinkey secured the bali and scored a toucb- 
down, but Hickok faile at the goal. West Poiat played 
excelientiy, Yale riy, when the teams again lined up, 
through Yale’s fumbling the ball changea hands several 
times at that portion of the game. Yale then'played upand 
through Eaton, Hickok and McCrea, made substantiai 
gains, Eaton scored a touchdowa and Hickok kicked goai 
before time was calle’ at the close of the lst half, Score, 
Yale 22; West Point, 0. 

At the opening of thesecond balf West Point played ex- 
cellently. Yale lost the ball on four drives, West Point 
made the moat of this opportunity and came within a hair's 
breaath of scoring. In fact it was at first thought that a 
touchdown bad been secured, but the decision of the referee 
was that, while the player's body had crossed the line, the 
ball had not. Shortly afterward Yale secured the ball and, 
after a succession of short rushes, scored a touchdown, the 
last of the gone. Ames, West Point’s centre was es] most 
invulnerable, Stacy piayed brilliantly as usual, and Carson 
did excellent work in the home team. Hinkey, Baton and 
seteen did the best work for Yale.

and do not hold ourselves responsible for the sug- 
gestions contained within brackets. Every one 
knows that Medical Director Bloodgood is a gentle- 
map of such strict prepriety of behavior on all oo- 
casions that the suggestion concerning his part in the 
affair is of course wrong. And as it happens, the 
father of Dr. Bloodgood and the father of the Edi- 
tor of the ARMy AND Navy JouRNAL were brought 
up inthe same faith, and were graduated at the 
same college; eo we have the best reason to know 
how exact the Doctor’s early training was. This is 
further proof in the nature of an alibi, as it issimply 
impossible that Dr. Bloodgood should have been 
present at any such affair as is bere described :

From along ana varied ac- 
quaintance with the doctor, | knew something out- 
Trageous was about to occur. 

ear the hotel was a sort of corral containing wild 
animals coliected for the Zoo in London, Among 
them was an :1mmense Royal Bengal tiger, a black 
panthberanda young elephant about six feet tall. 
The doctor and bis chum made for this corral. Al- 
though they were ou mischief bent, they had some 
prudence left. They did not ;attempt to monkey 
with the tiger or black panther, but selected the lit- 
tle elepbant. They thought they could make it 
pleasant for the guests. The hotel was aleo full and 
the people were all asleep. 

The elephant was docile and they conceived the 
plan of taking him upstairs into the hotel. On the 
outside of the hotel was a stone staircase leading up 
to the tbira story. They brought the elephant up 
to the stepe, and by one pulling his trunk, the 
other twisting his tail, they succeeded in getting 
him up to the third story of the hotel. 

The dcctor then pricked him aoaly with his 
knife and the apimal began to trumpet in the most 
blood-curdling manner. 

Every door in the house was suddenly thrown 
open and the cecupants (except such as escaped 
through the windows) rushed out in all sorts of rigs 
and some in norig atall. In less time than it takes 
to tell it the hotel was depopulated. 

The two fellows wbo had done all the mischief 
stood there roaring with laughter. The landlord 
rushed up stairs and I followed him closely. He waa 
& Holiander and a great friend and admirer of Ame- 
rican Navy officers. But this was a little.too much, 
even for him. 

He roared out: “ Dees ees anice biece of pees- 
ness, don’t it? You cot dees elephant oop here now 
you yoost git bim town acair, ain’t it!” 

This was much easier said than done* They led the 
animal tothe steps, but no amount of persuasion 
would make him go down a step. A bright idea 
struck the doctor. He was always fertile in expedi- 
ents. He went below and shortly returned with a 
bunch of bananas. He gave the elephant one, 
which be devoured with avidity and evident relish. 
He then extended histrunk for another, tut the 
doctor walked down the hall, closely followed by 
theelepbant. He then turned (the animal still fol- 
lowed) and came back to the head of the steps. He 
went down just beyond the elephant’s reach and 
held out a bananato him. The elephant hesitated 
for a long time, but finally went downa step, and 
was promptly rewarded witb a banaca.

There was an awful row later in the morning, and 
I feared we would bave serious trouble, The land- 
lord was, however, a very powerful and intiuential 
msn in the place and by virtue of a judicious dis- 
tribution of little “‘douceurs’’ calmed everybody 
down. We paid the owner of the elephant for dam- 
ages and all was again serene. 

The Maduro sailed that day with the dovtor’ scom- 
panion in crime sately on board. I regretted that 
the doctor was not with him.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


THe almost simultaneous detachment of the 
Marion and the Lancaster, irom the China station 
will enable the commander-in-chief of that station 
to send pretty much ail of the men and officers 
whose times are about to expire, to the United 
States. 

PRESIDENT CARNOT and his party, witnessed the 
launching of the warship Jaurequiberry, at Toulo p, 
Oct. 27. Mme. Jaurequiberry, widow of the admiral, 
after whom the vessel was named, stood sponsor. 
In the evening President Carnot gave a dinner at 
the Prefecture to the officers of the Russian fleet and 
the city authorities. 

Tue Pennsylvania nautical schoolship Saratoga 
was damaged to the extent of $500 Oct. 28, being run 
into by the schooner Agnes Manning, which was in 
tow of atug. The Saratoga’s bowsprit was carried 
away. The young sailors were greatly alarmed, but 
no one was injured. The schooner was considerably 
damaged. 

Tux trial trip of the new U.S. war ship Columbia, 
which was to begin from Boston, Noy. 2, has been 
postponed indefinitely on the request of her build- 
ers, the Messrs. Cramps of Philadelphie. The con- 
tractors asked the Navy Department to delay the 
trip in order that they might take out the cruiser’: 
pistons and attachments for examination. 


Work on the Montgomery is being pushed with all 
the expedition possible, but the progress is neces: 
sarily slow on work of this kind, and it is probable 
that the full period assumed by the recent Board of 
Survey will be consumed in placing the ship in every 
respect as fit for service as before the unfortunate 
accident at New London. 

Ir has not yet been decided who will be detailed 
to succeed to the command of the South Atlantic 
Station. The solution is understood to rest between 
Commodores Meade and Kirkland. The officer 
selected will probably fiy bis flag on the cruiser 
New York, as it is understood to be the purpose to 
augment the Naval forces at Rio with this formid- 
able craft. 

Tue flag ship Lancaster will sail for the United 
States immediately on the arrival of the Baltimore 
on the station, and rounding the Cape of Good Hope 
will lay her course for Hampton Roads. She will

In his paper on the “‘ Best Ship of War,” read be- 
fore the Engineering Congress at Chicago, Sir 
Nath]. Barnaby said: “‘ Whatever her size, class, 
and s may be, she should have a water- 
line slice, or raft body, from 5 ft. to 9 ft. thick, 
having a resisting power which cannot be destroy- 
ed by a single blow from uny gun, and pervious to 
water under gun-fire in such a slow degree that she 
shall always be more secure against total loss under 
the attack of the gun than under that of the raw 
and terpedo. If a ship under existing conditions, 
designed for fleet action, and not for definitely ex- 
ceptional service, demands the services of moré 
than abeut 400 men, she is, by virtue of that exces- 
sive demand for precious personnel, of fan inferior 


type.

THE President bas approved sentence of dismissal 
in cases of Cadets H. L. Applewhite and H. 8.

THE Spanish cruiser Infanta Marie Teresa has 
completed her forced draft trials, being out four 
and a balf bours under forced draft, steaming at a 
mean of 20.15 knots without any stress either in 
stokehold or engine room. 


THE competitive tests of Hotchkiss, Driggs, 
Schroeder and Speness 6 pdr. rapid fire guns are 
still in progress al Indian Head Proving Grounds as 
we gotopress. The trials during Wednesday and 
Thursday were very satisfactory, showing all three 
guns to be equal to the severe strains upon them by 
the abnormal charges. The vonclusion of the board 
will Qoubtless be that they are all three good guns, 
each possessing some points of advantage ovor the 
otber. The order of merit will probably not be easy 
to determine. 


Tue Admiralty have contracted with Messrs. Yar- 
row and Co., for the immediate construction of 
three more torpedo boat destroyers similar to the 
two they have now in hand. The new boatsare ex- 
pected to have a higher speed than any vessel afloat, 
and, owing tothe large size of these vessels, they 
will be able to maintain their speed at sea and have 
coal carrying capacity sufficient to secure a greatly 
extended radius of action. Messrs. Thornycroft, of 
Chiswick, have also received an order from the Ad- 
miralty for three torpedo boat destroyers. They 
are to have a speed of 27 knats, and will be larger 
than those now under construction. 


CONSIDERABLE attention has been given by the 
Naval authorities this week to certain important 
defects, involving the stability of several of the 
new vessels. Through miscalculations of weights 
and the enlargement of batteries after the original 
plans were agreed upon, no less than seven of the 
new vessels are reported to be top-heavy and un- 
safe under extreme conditions of heavy weather. 
In the cases of the Machias and Detroit it has been 
— by trials that their metacentric 
heights are much below the safety limit, and al- 
though the Cincinnati, Raleigh, "orate 
Marblehead and Castine have not yet been tri 
they are also believed to be top-heavy. The Board 
of Bureau Chiefs have bad the matter under advise- 
ment. They recommended a reduction of the bat- 
teries to conform to the original design, a liberal 
use of cement in their bottoms and changes in the 
spars. Secretary Herbert bas decided to refer the 
whole subject toa special board, consisting of the 
following officers, who are instructed to fully in- 
vestigate the defects referred to and to adopt a 
plan for their remedy: Commo. J. G. Walker, 
Capt. E. O. Matthews, Chief Engineers Farmer and 
Main, Naval Constructors Fernald and Bowles and 
Assistant Naval Constructor Capps. 


THE Army and Navy Gazette says: “On asmall 
vessel, the Castine, an American firm by driving her 
three knots faster than the contract speed have 
recently earned the handsome bonus of £13,000. We 
should be very mucli interested to learn whether 
any of the builders of our third-class cruisers ever 
earned so much. It seems a big price, but te make 
218 knot ship steam 16 knots, and to —— in 
her all the other attributes demanded by contract 
is certainly worth paying for.” The same paper 
says: “Apparently we have not yet seen the end of 
the trouble connected with the mistake which was 
made some little time back with the boilers of men - 
of-war. The ferrule is a good enough makeshift 
remedy in its way, but the disease can only be 
stamped out entirely by a new type of boiler. 
Meantime the authorities go ahead making praise- 
worthy efforts to get improved results. The recent 
trial on board the Bellona was in this direction, but 
the alteration in the furnace bridge, necessitating 
additional draught and heat before the required 
steam pressure could be obtained, proved to be of 
no avaii. Steam was raised in two boilers, in one of 
which the alteration bad been made, but not in the 
other, and it was proposed to run the ship for 
twelve hours with three-fifths of full power. Eight 
hours’ steaming, however, demonstrated the futil- 
ity of the arrangement, and snowed, it is said, that 
vessels 0: this type cannot be run at full speed for 
8 x hours without breaking down completely. It is 
also reported that enough evidence was afforded to 
condemn the‘ use of ferrules in tubes of small 
diameter, but if soit is rather strange that all the 
torpedo gunboats are just now in process of being 
doctored in this way.

GENERAL COURT-MARTIAL CASES, 


Im a recent case at Fort Assinniboine, Mont., the review- 
ing authority. Gen. Merritt, says: “The following irregu- 
larities have occurred: exclusion by the court of certain 
questions, the answers to which would have shown wheth- 
er or not the required notification of character had n 
given after signing the discharge; failure of the deposi- 
tions to show affirmatively who administered the oath 
taken; and admission by the judge advocate that a parti- 
cular inference was to be drawn from facts then being ad- 
mitted, by agreement, in evidence—the drawing of infer- 
ences is solely for the court. It appears in this case that 
discharge by purchase, which under existing orders is nec 
easarily based on faithful service, was accompanied by cut- 
ting off the character certificate on the discharge so given. 
It should also be noted that only depositions authorized by 
the 9ist Article of War are to be used and that for them 
stipulation, for their use, by the prosecution and defence is 
wonecessary.” 

In a recent case at Fort Huachuca, Gen. McCook admin 
isters some pretty bard raps to the court. Hesays: “The 
record, failing to show that the court was sworn, was re- 
turned for revision. It as been found impracticable 
to reconvene a quorum for this purpose, affidavits were 
submitted by the judge advocate to sustain the regularity 
of the pr ings. There is but one method recognized 
at military law for the correction of sucherrors. The court 
asa wholeis respousible forthe record, and the instru- 
ment which it approves as such is its record, and can 
corrected only by a legal court; such correction must be 
wholly made and recorded in and by the formal proceed- 
ings upon revision. The contention of the judge-advocate 
thatthe form of record not having been expressly pre- 
acribed by statute, and the Army regulations being direc- 
tory only, the omission can be supplied by evidence outside 
the record, is not sustained in authority. The record should 
show affirmatively that the statute has been compiled with, 
and,so far asthe Army and those transacting business 
witb it are concerned, it may be remarked that Army re- 
gulations have the force of law and are conclusive upon 
the courts in cases to which they apply. (Gratiot vs. United 
States, 4 How., 118; Ez parte Reed, 100 U.8., 538; Camp vs. 
United States, 113 U.8., 1081; ITI Op. Atty. Gen., 397.) Nor 
can the record, being once duly completed and transmitted 
te the reviewing autbority, be recalied by the judge-advo- 
cate to enable him to rewrite the prossedings. The record 
isthe act of the courtand can only be made under the 

"sdirection. (I Win., 643 and 710.) 

“This is the second failure of justice in this Department 
within the past two months through carelessness in mak 
ing.up the record. Ina territory of such wide extent, 
where the exigencies of the service, necessitating frequent 
changes of station, combined with the scarcity of cers, 
render it difficult to maintaina quorum in many of the 
garrisons, all members of general cou martial and es- 
pecially judge-ad vocates, should see to it that the record in 
every case is complete ia every detail before it receives 
their official sanction.” The proceedings are (isaporoved.

ORDNANCE AT CHICAGO. 
THE BETHLEHEM EXHIBIT. 


Or private exhibits, at the Ohicago Exhibition, of 
the United States, that of Bethlehem naturally 
stands first. When it had been decided to take up 
the manufacture of war materiel in earnest, Beth- 
lehem came to the fropt. It was at thattimea | 
well-established steel factory, but the plant for the 
manufacture of war materiel was set up at the in- 
atigation of Lieutenant Jaques, U. 8. Navy, in 1 
by Mr. J. Frits, the chief engineer and dem 
manager of the company. 

The works are situated at South Bethlehem, 
Northampton Oounty, Pennsylvania, on the Lehigh 
Valley Railroad, and Central Railroad of New 
Jersey—fifty-five miles from Philadelphia, and are 
of a character and importance that call for a special 
and separate notice. It may be remarked here 
however, that the hydraulic forging presses and 
plate rolling mill are for the largest guns and 
plates. It is not considered that rolling acts as 
efficiently as hammering on thick armour plates, 
and the armour plate plant is made on designs pur- 
chased by Lieutenant Jaques, based on Schneider's 
system. Forging presses, with fluid compression 
plant, were manufactured by Sir J. Whitworth and 
Company, like the other plant for ordnance, on the 
recommendation of Lieutenant Jaques, the heavy 
tools being constructed from designs by Mr. Gled- 
hill and Mr. Fritz. The plant was erected by the 
latter. The forging for guns of all calibres are 
made at Bethlehem, and the manufacture of com- 

lete weapons is now taken in hand. Steel armour 

or the most heavily clad United States vessels is 
made, as well as the heavy shafting of vessels. The 
axle of the great Ferris wheel, in the midway : 
ance of the World’s Fair, was made at Bethlehem. 
These works deserve a more complete notice than 
can be given them in a few incidental sentences 
introduced in connection with the Bethlehem 
exhibits at the Columbian Exhibition. We had an 
opportunity of visiting them, and judge them to 
be, in some respects, unrivalled, as for example in 
the magnitude and power of both the steam ham- 
mers and hydraulic presses. Erected, as the latter 
have been, comparatively lately, they are singularly 
pertect and complete in their modern character, 
and form essential elements in the recent develop- 
ment of the United States war materiel, in which 
Bethlehem has played so prominent a part. Lastly, 
the uniorm success achieved in all branches is 
remarkable. If there have been failures they mast 
have been small, for we have never heard of them 
in any quarter. : 

It seems a question at Bethlehem whether it is 
desirable to apply the Harvey or any othor harden- 
ing process to the face of plates of great thickness. 
Such plates only suffer from the attack of very 
large projectiles, and it is questioned whether these 
will be sufficiently susceptible to the action of a 
hard surface to compensate for the trouble, expense 
and possibly, in some way, 1pjurious influence of 
subjecting plates of such magnitude to a case-hard- 
ening process. The nickel steel plates of Betnle- 
hem will naturally be compared with those exhibited 
by Krupp, but the tests were not the same; the shot 
that perforated the Bethlehem plate at Indian Head 
was far beyond the calculated match for the plate. 
Krupp’s behaved well when decidedly overmatched. 
but not at all to the extent of the Indian Head 
trial.

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THE SPECIAL SESSION OF CONGRESS. 


BEYOND such benefit as may be derived through 
the restoration of public confidence in the financial 
situation by the repeal of the Sherman silver pur- 
chase act, the Services have nothing in particular 
to be thankful for as a result of the special session 
of Congress, which will probably close this week. 
With the exception of an act increasing the num- 
ber of Army officers authorized to be detailed 
for college duty, another authorizing the con- 
struction of a revenue cutter for the New Eugland 
coast and the transfer of the briek battleship at the 
World’s Fair to the State of Illinois for the use of 
the naval militia, nothing has been added to the 
statute books even remotely connected with the 
Army and Navy. The Service Committees of the 
House reported a few measures, but none of them 
became laws, while the Service Committees of the 
Senate have transacted no legislative business 
whatever, confining their few and brief sessions to 
action on Army and Navy nominations. With the 
latter work they were always prompt, so that 
the session closes without any Service nominations 
being left on the executive calendar. 

The bill increasing the number of Army officers 
who may be detailed for college duty was passed 
by the Senate on Thursday last, and signed by the 
President the following day. The War Department 
will thus be able to comply at once with a number 
of pending requests for details of this character. 
It will be able to make twenty five additional 
details. The detached service will not be ma- 
terially increased, however, inasmuch as most of 
the officers on duty with the World’s Fair will 
soon be back with their regiments. 

Beyond the introduction of the Curtis bill for the 
repeal of the obnoxious ten-year law, nothing has 
developed during the special session in this import- 
ant matter. As previously stated in the JouRNAL, 
the sentiment of both Service Oommittees is in 
favor of doing whatever the War Depart ment re- 
commends. It is therefore safe to assume that 
when the large batch of petitions forwarded through 
the JoURNAL and the unanimous recommendations 
by all the general officers and War Department offi- 
cials come formally before Oongress at the next 
session, there will be no difficulty in the passage of 
the repeal measure. 

Considerable disappointment is expressed over 
the failure of Mr. Meyer’s resolution for the ap- 
pointment of a joint commission of the two houses 
to investigate the needs of the personnel of the 
Navy. The appointment of such a commission at 
this time would have given a good start and en- 
couraged the hope that something migat be done 
at the next session. The result will probably be 
that the joint commission will not be appointed 
until late in the regular session. This will be done 
as an excuse for not doing anythiag else, and when 
the commission finally submits its report the regu- 
lar session will be too near its close for any action 
being teken upon it. The following is a list of al! 
the Service measures reported by committees during 
the special session and now pending on the House 
calendar: H.R. 222. To remit penalties on the 
dynamite cruiser Vesuvius.—H. R. 2084. To remit 
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penalties on the gunboats Concord and Bennington. 
—H. R.—To remit duties on ammunition obtained 
from abroad by Navy Department during Ohilian 
war.—H. R. 75. To extend the time for filing 
claims for horses and other property lost during 
the war. A resolution relating to the personnel of 
the Navy.—H. R. 2669. For the construction of a 
revenue cutter for the harbor of San Francisco. 
There are no bills of interest to the Services on the 
Senate calendar. 





NAVAL AND MILITARY DEMORALIZATION. 


Tue London Army and Navy Gazette considers 
two questions that are of equal importance to our 
Army and Navy; one specially concerns the Army 
and the other the Navy. The recent discussion on 
this side of the Atlantic, as tothe decline of sea- 
‘manship prompts the Gazette to question the influ- 
ence of modern ideas upon the British Navy, and 
by consequence upon ourown Navy also. It is in- 
clined tothe opinion that the arrangements for 
providing them with professional equipment is con- 
verting men-of-wars men into land lubbers. The 
general neglect of seamanship extends beyond the 
Navy. English coast villages which once supplied 
large bodies of recruits to the crews of yachts, do 
not now send a single man afloat. There is an in- 
creasing d fficulty in obtaining for manning 
merchant vessels, men combining the kauowl- 
edge of seamen with habits of steadfastness, 
and control engendered by good discipline. 
This leads in England, as in this country, to the 
employment of Danes, Swedes, Dutchmen and 
North Germans as sailors. Evidence of the decline 
of the seafaring spirit, not only in particular 
neighborhoods, but throughout England, is found 
in the languid indifference or ill reasoning contempt 
with which Englishmen continue to habitually re 
gard naval matters. True, in the days uf the press 
gang naval veasels had a large proportion of lands- 
men, bounty men, quota men aad the riffraff of 
the coastwise population, but this was not due to 
the lack of seamen, but to the unpopularity of ser- 
vice in the Navy. 

According to our contemporary the change it 
notes is due to a distinct alteration of the national 
feeling with regard to the sea and seafaring life, 
and this is producing a corresponding change 1n the 
professional feeling of the Navy itself. ‘Let any 
one compare naval training as it was before the 
Russian war and as it is now,” it says, ‘‘and it be 
comes apparent that for good or evil the new system 
has made, and is making, more and more for the 
jand. We have deserted our depot ships for bar- 
racks, we educate our blue jackets in lecture halls 
and on drill grounds, our torpedo and gunnery 
schools are on shore, our commissioned ships are 
for far longer periods in harbor than at sea, and if 
it were not for the training brigs and corvettes, the 
amount of sea work our young officers and lads on 
the lower deck get would not be worth mention. 
Yet these too have been threatened. Practically 
already the training is nearly all done on shore or 
jn harbor, and it would indeed be strange in these 
circumstances if the predilection of Englishman for 
the sea,” and that of the American, we may add, 
“were not to gradually disappear. As a matter of 
fact, one has only to be in the company of our men- 
of-war men for ashort time to become aware of the 
dislike which has grown up both fore and aft to 
being at sea. If we saw similar effects in all foreign 
lands we might be more satisfied that the change 
was a natural one; but at least in France we see 
nothing of the kind, or if we notice an inclination 
this way, we note also strenuous efforts to counter- 
act it. Apparently they have taken to heart Cap- 
tain Mahan’s dicta, ‘there is a certaia indefinable, 
but real deterioration in the morale of a fleet habit- 
ually in port, compared with one habitually at sea; 
the habit of being on the alert and the habit of be- 
ing at rest color the whole conduct of a military 
force.’ So Lord St. Vincent thought, for he wr.te 
from Lisbon, December, 1796 : ‘I will not lie here a 
moment longer than is necessary to put us to rights; 
for you well know that inaction in the Tagus must 
make us all cowards.’ ” 

Another matter that disturbs the Gazette is the 
increased disposition shown in the English Army to 
ease of living. The days when even an Emperor, 
who was still a soldier, chose the army cot for « 
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resting place are ‘disappearing, and pork and hard- 
tack are being displaced by the luxurious cooking 
of army clubs. This is more of a feature in Eng- 
land than it is here, but it is increasing in this 
country. At the ‘‘ Rag,” or Army and Navy Olab, 
are to be found some of the best cooking, and some 
of the best liquors in London, a single wine bill not 
infrequently calling for a check of twenty-five 
thousand dollars (£5,000) from the treasurer of the 
“ Rag. ” 

Lord Olyde, we are here told, long ago maia- 
tained that service clubs did harm to young officers. 
He inveighed against magnificent palaces in Pall 
Mali, Regent street, etc., where ‘‘ young fellows” 
become accustomed to a cellar and to cooking very 
far superior to that provided by their regimental 
messes. ‘‘ When 1 was a subaltera we were very 
glad to sit down toa soup, fish, a joint, and a 
tart, with a modicum of port and sherry. Now 
they must have a variety of dishes, entrees, game, 
ices, dessert, chambertin, champagne, the best 
claret, coffee, and liqueurs, and what not.” We 
are not troubled by this to the same extent in this 
country, but the tendency is in like direction. 

Continental nations are subjected toa stimulus 
which is lacking in large measure in England and 
which is altogether lacking in this country that is 
the national apprehension of war. In England as 
in America the cranks who sit up o’ nights watch- 
ing for the millenium are numerous, and they haye 
been found even in our Army. Because occupation 
with war is not a continuous industry, it is held 
by a very large proportion of our population, that 
preparation for war is not needed. This sentiment 
finds expression even in the school books, influenc- 
ing the minds of children when, we are told, as in 
ap example recently quoted, that we are so happily 
situated in this country that we need no army, 
because the examples of our history show that a few 
days of drill will transform any bucolic citizen into 
a capable soldier. 

We regret to say that these ideas are not without 
encouragement in the military service itself. Their 
influence is shown in the tendency toseek staff ser- 
vice in preference to field or garrison duty, and to 
grumble at any duty that disturbs the routine of 
Army life and does not seem of immediate import- 
ance. Now that frontier service no longer furnishes 
us with a stimulus to action, we are in danger of 
transforming our Army into an organization of 
clerks, wasting the midnight oil or gas in preparing 
papers to be filed at Washington. The old knightly 
contempt for the man who could write his name 
has wholly disappeared and the modern tendency is 
to the other extreme. 








BRAZIL’S IMPROVISED NAVY. 


Tue Brazilian Government, in its anxiety to ob- 
tain without delay the means of overcoming its in- 
surgent naval officers, proposes to relieve us from 
the responsibility of further testing some of the in- 
ventions concerning which our ordnance authorities 
are still in doubt, notably Ericsson’s Destroyer, 
with her submarine gun and the pneumatic dyna- 
mite gun. The pneumatic gun and some Hotchkiss 
guns are to be mounted on the Zi Cid, a new 
steamship of the Morgan line, which has been pur- 
chased for Brazil at a cost of about $500,000. She 
is a fast vessel, built so as to be used in case of 
need as an auxiliary cruiser for our Navy. Ad- 
miral Mauritz, of the Brazilian Navy, will sail in 
the Hi Cid and will have charge of her when she 
goes into commission. She will be taken to Brazij 
by Captain Baker. He was for several years a cap- 
tain in the United States and Brazil mail line. He 
was captain of the steamship Finance. Subse- 
quently he was in the service of the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company as captain of the Colombia. 

As the Brazilians will want good men to handle 
their guns, there is a chance here for American ad- 
venturers. There are reports of other prospective 
purchases by Brazil, including two fast steam 
yachts, Norwood and Nada, for torpedo boats. 
They will carry the Howell torpedo, which we shall 
also be glad to see subjected to the test of actual 
war. It is reported that the steam-yacht Feisen 
has already been purchased for $80,000, her orig- 
inal cost. A Yarrow torpedo-boat is now on one of 





the trans-Atlantic steamers bound for New York. 
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If the Destroyer has been sold for $30,000, as is 
stated, her sale involves a heavy loss to the estate 
of John Eriesson, her designer. She was built 
about fifteen years ago as the result of the encour- 
agement given to Ericsson's ideas by the then Ohief 
of Naval Ordnance, Commodore Jeffers. In No- 
vember, 1878, G. V. Fox, Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy during the war, wrote to Ericsson from Wash- 
ington: ‘‘I have had a long talk with Jeffers. I 
am happy to say that he is very much impressed 
with the idea that you have edopted to attack the 
present system of ironclads, snd that be shares my 
confidence in its complete suecess. I am sure that 
your invention will become as national as the 
Monitor.” 

‘**T have always been of the opinion,” said Oom- 
modore Jeffers, speaking for himself, ‘that this 
system offers greater promise than any other plan 
of offensive warfare, from its simplicity.” In a 
letter to Jeffers, Ericsson said: ‘Permit me to state 
that my sole object in building the torpedo vessel 
bas been that of demonstrating, practically, that 
ironclad ships of all classes may be destroyed in 
spite of the power of their ordnance and thickness 
of armor. I therefore trust that you will approve 
of my course in exclading from the Destroyer all 
contrivances which are not needed to carry out the 
scheme of blowing up vessels by means of a projec- 
tile: torpedo capable of cutting through temporary 
protections, and discharged in a direction parallel 
with the keel at so short a distance that it cannot 
miss the body attached.” 

A better vessel of the same type might be 


built today and the existing Destroyer 
may fail to accomplish what is expected 
of her because she is not well handled. 


Nor should retiance be placed upon a single vessel 
of that class. But a fleet of such boats could be 
built for the price of a single first-class armored 
battleship and realize Ericsson’s ideas when he 
declared in a letter to an English friend: ‘* England 
committed a fatal blunder in following Napoleon's 
lead in building seagoing ironclads. Had you drawn 
on your mechanical resources and produced small 
craft, capable of siaking the cuirassed ships, other 
nations would never have followed the example of 
the man of whom historycan say, that he never 
did the right thing. Take my advice: construct 
Destroyers to sink the ironclads of designing 
neighbors, but let Eagland cease to build the use- 
less iron citadels, whose bursting guns now 
threaten to destroy the morale of the British sailor. 
Do this and your prowess and joverwhelming num- 
bers will again enable Britannia to rale over the 
waves.” The difficulty with bursting guns has 
been overcome, but are such experiences as those 
with the Captain and the Victoria any less de- 
moralizing ? 

The glory of our Navy in the longjrun, and pari 
passu the honor and security of the country, de- 
pend upon embodyiag in our naval construction 
the very best ideas, no matter what their source, 
and the unbroken experience of the century shows 
that there is absolutely no worse guide for us than 
British precedents, which are largely the offspring 
of professional prejadice. When England first 
comes to the shock of battle on the sea, under 
anything like equal terms, there will be a fearful 
awakening to the worthlessness of much of her 
naval construction. English authorities are begin- 
ning to see this and, as in the case of the late Sir 
George Tryon, from whom we quote this week, are 
commending our naval authorities for disregarding 
British precedents so far as they have. If we 
dismiss absolutely from our minds all professional 
prejudice, and seek only for the best, we shall be 
able to obtain at a comparatively moderate cost a 
Navy which for efficiency will have no superior. 
This suggestion concerns no man whose mind is 
already freed from prejudice, and every officer of 
our Navy is at liberty to make his own list of such 
men.

General 
Williams comes of good, old military stock, his 
grandfather, James, having served injthe Virginia 
line during the Revolutionary War, and im eom- 
mand of Virginia troops during the War of 1812. 





An important naval change ordered three we eks 
ago has just become public. Thisis the transfer of 
commands,between Rear Admiral Irwin and Act- 
ing Rear Admiral Skerrett. The former received 
his orders by cable and is now en route to Hono- 
lulu, where he will relieve Acting Rear Admiral 
Skerrett on Nov. 6, the latter taking the same 
steamer upon its arrival at Honolulu for San Fran 
cisco, whence he will sail by the first outgoing 
steamer for the China Station. The officers on the 
staff of the two admirals are also involved in the 
transfer. While the authorities are reluctant to 
say what caused the change, the gossip of the Navy 
Department is that the President thinks that Ad- 
miral Irwin will be more in harmony with Mr. 
Willis, the new Minister of Hawaii, than his prede- 
eessor in carrying out the policy of the Administra- 
tion in regard to those islands. It is said also that 
Adwiral Irwin has many strong friends who were 
anxious that he should finish the remaining six 
months of his time on the active list in command 
of the Pacific Station. 








CONCERNING our modern American warships the 
Engineer says : ‘‘They have been based on the best 
and most advanced models, they have been skilfully 
adapted to possess enormous powers of both attack 
and defence, but at the cost of elements which, while 
they do not appear in published lists, are such as are 
eonsidered to be of great importance in Britain. It 
is conceivable that American constructors and Brit- 
ish constructors may both be right. Bach may be 
dealing with the conditions required by their respee- 
tive countries, but in justice to England it is right 
to point out, as far as may be, how the case stands. 
Passing on from the general question of the charac- 
ter of the United States warships to the subjects of 
armor and guns we find the same principles applied 
and with the same ability. The policy recommended 
by the board of officers who visited Europe in order 
to arrive at the system best suited to the conditions 
of the United States has been consistently carried 
out, That is to say, the manufacture of all war ma 
teriel has been taken in hand in the States of those 
European patterns and methods that appeared to be 
best. Solid steel armor was copied from Sehneider, 
and in the case in which most notable success has been 
achieved, it has been made on his plan of hammer- 
ing in preference to rolling. Gun steel was made in 
hollow cylinders on Whitworth’s system of fluid 
compression, but while the aid of the European es- 
tablishments referred to was invoked and fully ac 
knowledged in starting, sueh progress has been 
made that it may be seriously questioned if Sehneider 
could successfully compete with Bethlehem at the 
present moment.”

He has expended a 
small fortune in ealling public attention to this im- 
portant subject. To secure the money necessary for 
highway construction he proposes that each State 
should establish a graduated succession tax on 
legacies and inheritances. Thus an estate of twenty 
millions, which we assume, for the sake of the 
argument, to be about the size of the average Army 
inheritance, would yield six hundred and ninety 
thousand dollars, viz: one per cent. on the first 
million, two per cent. on the next four millions, 
and three per cent. on the next five, and four per 
cent. on the succeeding five millions, and five per 
eent. on the last five millions. Colonel Pope 
says: 
“If each State were to establish a tax on legacies 
and inheritances such as just proposed and devote 
the money s0 obtained to the construction and 
maintainance of roads, in a few years the older 
and more populous States would be provided with 
roads equal to those of England, France and Switz- 
erland, and good roads, when rightly constructed, 
can be maintained at comparatively smal! cost; and 
as the wealth of the States increased the succession 
tax would furnish sufficient revenue to meet all 
the expenses of the State after paying for the main- 
tenance of roads, thus relieving the people from alj 
direct taxation for State purposes.” 

It is certainly an excellent scheme, if it can be ear- 


of the money than that here proposed. The progress 
of a country in civilization is. measured by the per- 
fection of its highways, and every dollar wisely ex- 
pended upon them would be returned many times 
over in the increased facility of intercourse and the 
increase in the transportation of merchandise. Gov- 
ernor Flower, of New York, considers the same sub- 
ject in an article appearing in the North American 
Review for November. The Governor says: ‘‘The 
movement for good reads has this advantage over 
most social reforms—that the argument is all onone 
side. Nobody is opposed to good roads—the only 
practical question is how to get them.” He proposes 
to make use of convict labor for road building. We 
agree with him and with Oolonel Pope in thinking 
that the movement for good roads is one of the most 
important of social reforms. 








AwMonG the most interesting manoeuvres attend- 
ing the recent German exercises at Mets were those 
conducted on bicycles. In order to test the value 
of wheelmen as night couriers, they were armed 
with revolvers, and a bayonet was attached to each 
wheel. The despatches were placed in knapsacks, 
carried on the backs of the riders. The results 
were most satisfactory to the German staff officers. 
The wheelman promises to take the place, in many 
eases, of the mounted courigr, and bicycle service 
is already booked asa certain factor in the Ger- 
man military system. 








A CORRESPONDENT of the New York Herald who 
writes trom Malta, quotes Sir George Tryon as 
saying to him, just previous to the loss of the Vic- 
toria ; **Your people are wise. They build strong 
and fast cruisers. A fast cruiser like the Wew York 
can reach a vital point like a flash, or can as quick- 
ly escape by avoiding an impending danger. It is 
hke a lightweight, quick striking, agile prize- 
fighter, who dodges about, dealing rapid blows in 
vulnerable parts of his heavier and more massive 
adversary. 

‘“*¢T am not sure that better all round results 
cannot be obtained from swift and quick gunned 
eruisers than from those,’ and he nodded his head 
sideways towards the Victoria, Sans Pareil, Cam- 
perdown and the other giant battleships that lay 
beneath and composed the mightiest squadron of 
warships in the world.” 

Pretty soon the Admiral asked, ‘‘ Have you read 
Captain Mahan’s book on ‘The Influence of Sea 
Power in History and on the French Revolution ?’ 
They are simply great—the best things ever writ 
ten. They ought to have been written twenty 
years ago, and, by right, by an Englishman. They 
are not only good history, written in the best and 
most elegant, because the simplest, diction, but

Mason Apna R. Cuarrerz, U. 8. A., Inspector- 
General, Department of Colorado, in his recent an- 
nual report, under the head of post schools, pithily 
says: ‘‘[f post chaplains are beneficial to the Army, 
which is not denied, their best opportunity for ser- 
vice is during the school term, and absence during 
that period ought not to be permitted. A conscien- 
tious discharge of their duties ac superintendents of 
the post schools would be of far greater benefit to 
the Service than any talk about the evils of the post 
exchange and kindred subjects, for which they are 
not responsible and are impotent to remedy.” 








Capralin F. J. Kernan, U. S. A., acting Judge-Ad- 
yocate, Department of Texas, expresses in his an- 
nual report, the opinion, that whereas, now the se- 
lection of the members and the judge advocate, 
time, place of meeting, ete., of general courts, is done 
wholly without reference to the Department Judge 
Advocate’s office, the dissolution of courts is left 
entirely to that office, “It seems plain,” he says, 
‘that all this work should be,in the same hands, 
and the office of the Department Judge Advocate is 
certainly an appropriate place for it. The selec- 
tion of judge advocates especially is a matter of 
some importance, and from the peculiar nature of 
his duties the Department Judge Advocate would 
be able to select those best fitted forthe duty.” 
This has been a mooted point, we believe, for some 
years, but the consensus of official opinion seems to 
incline to the old-time method of formulating the 
orders, in the office whence they issue, that of the 
Assistant Adjutant General, virtually, by reason of 
his functions, the Department Commander’s Chief 
of Staff. 


We regret tonotea statement in one of the re 
cent annual reports that “voluntary deposits by 
soldiers, a system encouraged by company com- 
manders and entered into by soldiers with pride, is 
rapidly becoming a thing of the past."” Doubtless 
the lack of stability, of latter years, in the regula- 
tions governing the soldier’s condition, pay and pro- 
pects is having an undesired effect. Flexible sys- 
tems do not tend to create a stable Army. Judging 
from correspondence which frequently reaches ui 
there are too many and too frequent amendments 
to the regulations, too much coddling of the sol- 
dier on the one hand, and pecking at him on the 
other, until no one outside of a limited few, at the 
seat of centralization know what the morrow will 
bring forth. The prompt abolition of some of the 
present foolish and pernicious laws affecting thé 
soldier’s conditions of service would doubtless tend 
to good, and it night be worth while to try the el- 
fect for a year at least of leaving the present ged:

Any 
system will do in a calm, but it might sometime 
work mischief to throw the machinery out of sear 
suddenly. * * * It is hoped that the unbusiness- 
like and unmilitary method of distributing medical 
officers and men of the Hospital Corps by the War 
Department may be abandoned, and their assign- 
ment left with the department commander.” 








TuHE selection of Col. Wm. Ludlow, Corps of Ein- 
gineers, U. 8. A., to succeed Major J. C. Post as mili- 
tary attache at London, Eag., is a happy one, as be 
is, in every respect, well equipped for such a posi- 
tion. Major Post, who has been stationed at Lon- 
don as military attache since the spring of 1889, has 
made a host of friends there and his departure will 
be sincerely regretted. On his arrival he will go to 
Portland, Ore. Col. Ludlow’s appointment is es- 
pecially gratifying te his friends, as it is a tacit ap- 
proval of his action in the matter of the Light 
House Board.

General Order No. —. 

I. Ia view of the present regulations of the Department 
for the personal inspection of hulls of vessels ian commis- 
sion, the requirement that bammocks, when lashed ghall 
pass througn a 16 inch hoop, is hereby modified to iaclu 
sleo the executive officer. Ia cmnoeng executive officer now 
afloat is obviously not able to comply with the foregoing, 
the captain will place him io strict mess quarantine on 
ship's rations (pork exeluded) until he is. 

Il, Tre physical examination for promotion to lieuten- 
ant-commander will hereafter include the performance of 
the “ back crab," and the “split.” The s»alo.s wardroom 
officer is advised, at every opportunity, to acquire the 
movements of one Miss ie Fuller io the “ serpentine” 
dance, witb such modifications as may be usefully gathered 
from the so called oriental danse du ve now on exhibi- 
tion at the Chieago Fair. Young officers (1) will bear in 
mind that habits of contortion, and the proper capacity for 
the sinuous undulations requisite to glide between double 
bottoms are more easily acquired in early adolescence thaa 
after the diguity of command has imparted added majesty 
to the person. 

Executive officers in propariag to crawl through 
man-holes, etc., will hereafter be black leaded and not 
slushed, The generation of fatty acids from tallow, hith- 
erto carelessly used in this way, under the prevailing hot 
temperatures is believed fully to account for the unexgplic- 
able condition of the Atlanta. 

IV. Hereafter no officer will be ordered as executive to 
any vessel baving openings in her bulkhesds, plates, or 
elsewhere of less diameter than said officer.

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A NEW DYNAMITE PROJECTILE. 
Syracusz, N. Y., Oot, 28, 1893. 


A TRIAL of the new 4vramite shell of Wm. Sum- 
mers and Company, 150 Fifth avenue, New York 
City. took place st Svracuse Oct. 26 and 27. Tbe gun 
uced wasan o]d 60)». Parrot gup, on a temporary 
carriage. and was without means to train it pro- 
perly. The target used consisted of a steel plate six 
feet square and tbree-ejghths of an inch in thick- 
ness. Back of this was an abutment 6x13 feet con- 
atructed of a crib made of logs and timbers and 
filled with rocks and ¢artb. The front of the crib 
was made ewooth with planks, and the plate of steel 
was fastened to this surface. The weight of the 
materials used in the target was over 27 tons. The 
projectile consists of a combination of three shells, 
ope witbin the other, and desienated outer, middle 
and inner. The outer shell js 22 inches Jong and five 
and one-quarter incbesin diameter. [tis made of 
cast iron and ja fitted at eitber end with caps of 
beavy mets). Near end is a jacket of lead. The 
rear cap also copta'ns a lead plate. The middle shell 
is made of common Russia iron and is a thin cylin- 
der to contain the inner sbell, which is made of 
wood, Springs are used to take up the shock of dis- 
charge. Theinver shell fits closely to the middle 
shell and a cylinder runs througb it which serves as 
a casing for a rod of steel which extends through 
the centre of the projectile from end toend. This 
rod is veed as an axis, on which the outer sbell re- 
volves from the rotary motion imparted by the rifl- 
ing onthegun. This featureis the important one 
of the contrivance and its mechanism is kept secret. 
While it acts as an axis for the outer shell, thereby 
relieving the inner shell containing the dynamite 
from rapid motion, which would cause friction 
enough to ignite the dynamite, it also serves as a 
primer to explode the latter when an obstruction is 
struck. The projectiles used weighed 63 pounds and 
the charge was 6}; pounds of brown powder, formed 
ypto bexagonal prisms an inch in diameter and an 
inchlong. Ths large missile contained five pounds 
of dynamite, 75 per cent. of which was nitro-alycer- 
jne, made by the Rapanna Chemical Co., Passaic, 
New Jersey. 

The tests made on Oct. 26 were to demonstrate the 
ability of the shell to explode after it had struck 
and passed into the object aimed at. and were called 
naval or active service tests. The first shot entered 
the target near its upper edge, making a large V 
shaped hole and exploded two seconds after it 
bad passed through it. The steel plate showed that 
the front pole of the axis had struck two inches 
from the top and the shell bad ploughed a hole 
through the upper surface of the stones and eartb 
and glanced upward. The upper plate of the steel 
plate was shattered, leaving a loug tongue extend- 
ing backward. This portion of the plate was beated 
by the contact of the missile so that five minutes 
afterward it would burn a person’s fingers. In the 
second sbotthe awkward gun was poorly aimed, 
and the projectile instead of hitting the target 
struck a projecting ledge of rock. Two rods away 
from the point of contact the shell exploded, 
throwing miasiles and causing a scurry among 8 
number of spectators who had gathered near the 
target to witness its destruction. 

Owing to the lateness of the hour it was impossi- 
ble to complete the test and on Oct. 27 the two re- 
maining shots were fired to enable tbe inventors to 

rove more fairly the possibilities of penetration. 
The first shot fired hit the target squarely, pene- 
trating the steel plate to the right of the centre, en- 
tering abutment, then exploding. Tne abutment 
was fairly demolished. The steel plate which was 
fastened to the smooth planking in front had been 
forced forward and lay flaton the ground. In the 
rngbt side was a ragged bole about a foot square 
which had been sbattered 4! tbe shell. The 
condition the stone crib was in showed only too 
plainly of the damage done by the dynamite after 
the shell had penetrated it. ot a trag- 
ment of the exploded shell or even the portion 
of the steel plate torn away by the shell could be 
found. But pieces of timber were picked up in a 

loughed field several rods distant and over the 
pigh wall of rock in the rear of the target. Of the 
latter there was not enough left to fire the second 
sbot at and 1t was burled into the rocky perpendicu- 
Jar surface of the quarry tearing dewn a large quan- 
tity of stone and throwiog emaller pieces in the air. 
The next experiments of the inventors will prob- 
ably be with steel shells and with a large and more 
modern gun. With these conditions they are con- 
fident that their projectiles can be penetrated 
through Harveyized steel plate of a thickners equal 
to tbat used in the latest warships. They regard 
this trial as proving that they can control the ex 
plosion of a dyvamite shell so that it will explode 
in the air, at the moment of contact or after passing 
through the object aimed at as desired.

trial board to be convened. Capt. Hedberg acted 
as president of this court. Hansen was represented 
by a private named Driscol!, who, when asked the 
usual question whether he objected to any member 
of the court, replied: 

“l) object to Capt. Hedberg on the ground that he 
bas been convicted of lying and theft, and was dis- 
honorably dismissed from the service, cushiered 
and sentenced to a year’s imprisonment in the 
penitentiary. Tocorroborate my statement I sub- 
mit to the Court a copy of General Court Martial 
No. 4 of the «eries of 1873.”’ 

Tne record shows that Capt. Hedberg was guilty 
of the charges, and bedid not attempt to deny it, 
but demanded that Driscol be debarred from acting 
as Hansen’s counsel op the ground that he came 
1oto court less to aid his client than to defame an 
officer's character. Driscoll was barred from act- 
ipg as counsel and Hansen was convicted and sen- 
tenced to the guard-house for a short term. 

Lieut. James a. Maney is 36 years old. He gradu- 
ated from West Point in the class of 1877, and bas 
been in the service ever since. He is known 
at Fort Sheridan as an excellent soldier with a good 
Sighting record. He is also very popular in Chicago 
society.

A DESPATCH of Oct. 30 from Ft. Sheridan tersely 
said: 1st Lieut. J. A. Maney, Q. M., 15th U. 8. Loaf. 
shot Capt. Alfred Hedberg, of ihesame regiment, in 
front of the cavairy barracks at 3 o’clock this after- 
noon. Capt. Hedberg died at the post hospital two 
hours later. 

Lieut. Maney fired but oae shot, the bullet strik- 
ing Capt. Hedberg in the groin. The captain was 
taken tothe bospital, while the lieutenant coolly 
waiked to Col. R. E. A. Crofton’s headquarters and 
said: “I bave killed Uapt. Hedberg. 1 am awaiting 
your orders.” 

Col. Crofton at once placed Lieut. Maney in arrest 
and commuopicated with Maj. Gen. Miles and the 
civil auchoritics. Of course coere are many causes 
alleged, jealousy on the part of Capt. Hednerg be- 
cause Licut. Maney paid attention to Mrs. Hedberg, 
etc. Co). Crofton is quoted as saying: “Capt. Hed- 
berg and Lieut. Maney bad been the best of friends 
upto @ monto ago. At that time an altercation 
took place between them about some trivial official 
affair, and [ understand that the captain threatened 
to kill Maney. Sioce then no,nisg has occurred to 
show that the men were such enemies. [| believe the 
shooting was done in self-defence, as Maney is not 
tne man to resort to action of that kind without 
sufficient ground. I understand Oapt. Hedberg had 
a@ revoiver in his pocket at the time of the shooting, 
but Ido not know that hetried to use it. He was 
quick tempered, his best friends admitt at, and [ 
really belivve that Lieut. Maney shot him in self- 
defence.” 

Ono Oct. 3l the coroner commenced the inquest. 
Pvt. Alfrea lroger testified: “i saw Capt. Hedberg 
and Quartermaster Maney standiag near the stables 
and, trom the loud taik, | thougnt they were quar- 
reling. Maney had his pistol in his band. Finally 
Hedoverg struck the quartermaster in the face. 
Maney dropped his pistol toan angle and fired. Hed- 
berg fell ana died shortly afterward.” 

Several other witnesses were’ examined, but their 
teatimoaoy was practically to the same effect and the 
jury then returned a verdict that Capt. Hedberg 
oad died from a wound inflicted by Lieut. Maney, 
but placed no b ameon the latter. 

Col. Crofton on Oot. 3. went to Chicago and had 8 
conference with Gen. Miles in the case. It was 
ugreed that it was one for the civil courts and not 
for Court-martial, and the State law will be allow- 
ed to take its course in dealing with Lieut. Maney.
